RICHARDSON’S LETTER 
JOINS PRESS PROTESTS

The OPC last week added its voice 
to the almost unanimous demand that the 
U.S. State Dep’t. allow American report- 
ers to visit Communist China. In a letter 
to the department, Wayne Richardson, 
OPC president, protested that the count- 
ry ‘‘can only profit when its qualified 
foreign correspondents have free access 
to all countries of the world for objec- 
tive reporting.” 

The letter continued: ‘tI wonder how 
serious Chou En-Lai is. Would he permit 
any visiting American correspondents to 
interview the 13 Americans held by the 
Red Chinese? Or better still, why doesn’t 
he obtain their release?” 

Ending a seven years’ prohibition of 
Western newsmen, Red China recently 
issued invitations to 15 American report- 
ers (later they made the total 18), among 
them OPCers Harrison Forman, Henry R. 
Lieberman, John Roderick, Dan Kurzman, 
James Robinson and Sam Jaffe. Others 


receiving invitations were: Robert Miller, 
Seymour Friedberg, INS, Walter Kerr, C. 
L. Sulzberger, Tillman Durdin and his 
wife - a newspaper woman, Gordon Wal- 
ker, and Robert Martin. The names of 
the three correspondents issued later 
invitations have not been released. 

The New York Times pointed out ed- 
itorially, ‘We do not believe that any- 
thing but good could come out of the hon- 
est writing that we presume these report- 
ers would do.’’ Edwin Canham, editor of 
The Christian Science Monitor, agreed: 
‘We must not erect our own bamboo 
curtain.” 

Among other press groups expressing 
disapproval of the decision were: CBS, 
NBC, New York Post, AP, INS, McGraw- 
Hill World News, Washington Post and 
Times-Herald and American Society of 
Newspaper Editors.

REPORT FROM LONDON

Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd told 
a recent luncheon meeting of the Assn. 
of American Correspondents in London 
that there is no doubt the changes taking 
place in Russiaare of great significance. 
But he noted that the Communist party is 
etaining its control over the press and 
radio. The foreign secretary said the 
Soviets now are showing greater respect 
for freedom of the individual, have red- 
uced the status of the secret police, and 
are making tremendous technological ad- 
vances. But in the field of political ide- 
as, he said, there does not seem to be 
much change. Russian leaders have not 
given up the idea of a world victory for 
communism, he warned, although it now 
appears they believe it will come about 
through peaceful means. 

U.S. Ambassador Winthrop Aldrich 


was a guest at the luncheon. After his 
on-the-record talk, Foreign Secretary 
Lloyd answered questions off-the-record.
